It reads as follows: 


"Yon. William McKinley, Canton, O.— 
Dear Sir: You are the presidential candi- 
a’ie of the republican party upon a plat- 
form unequivocally committing you to the 
policy of maintaining the gold standard in 
this country until bimetallism can be se- 
cured by international agreement. 

“As neither you nor the party which you 
represent offer a suggestion 
We can ground a hope of obtaining such an 
agreement, the financial plank of the plat- 
form upon which you stand must be regard- 
ed as a declaration in favor of permanent- 
ly adhering to the present gold system. 
“In your letter of acceptance you 
the money question as the foremost issue, 
and discuss it at considerable length, giv- 
ing to the present monetary policy ef the 
Tepublican party your unqualified indorse- 


ment. ‘ 


“It is scarcely necessary for me to remind 
you that by such course you have assumed 
& position quite different from the one you 
Occupied but a comparatively 


ago. 


“That very able men may and do honestly 
change their opinions upon questions of 
wisdom and expediency, no fair-minded per- 
son will deny. That when they so change 
their opinions it is both their privilege and 
their duty to shape their actions accordingly 


is beyond all controversy. 


But where the subject involves moral con- 
siderations—where it is simply a question of 
right and wrong—of honesty and dishon- 
esty—the same principle cannot apply and 
the same latitude of change cannot be al- 


lowed, 


“It is this distinction that has prompted

“No one can read your published accept- 
ance without being impressed that you re- 
Sard the maintaining of the gold standard 
not merely as a wise and judicious policy, 
but as absolutely essential to the preser- 
vation of our ‘fianancial honor.’

x AM FOR EXPLANATION 


it as impertinent for me tio request a public 
statement of your opinion as to whether 
or not the Bland bill was a@ ‘dishonest’ meas- 
ure, calculated to ‘debage’* Our currency and 
‘dishonor’ the country? {| 

“If you answer in the affrmative, in jus- 
tice to yourself you should, inform the coun- 
try why you voted for it. \ If your answer 
be in the negative it should be supplemented 
by an explanation of how an act that was 
honest in 1878 can ‘be dishonest in 1896. 

“It is true that the vote in question was 
cast eighteen years ago, but leven then you 
were old enough to know the difference be- 
tween right and wrong. It is also true that 
silver was not at that time so far below the 
gold level as it is now, but in this connec- 
tion you will allow me to suggest there 
is no difference whatever in principle, nor 
even in degree, so far as the question of 
honesty is concerned. Petty largeny in- 
volves the same mora] Obliquity as grand 
larceny. If it is dishonest to coin 53 cents 
worth of silver into a dollar, it is\equally 
dishonest to coin 93 cents’ worth into a 
dollar. \ 

“But neither of these explanations is 
available because of other highly significant 


circumstances in your congressional ca- 


reer. 
**You have probably not forgotten that you 
were a member of the fifty-first congress 
and a candidate for the speakership of the 
house. I am very certain that the repuplican 
members of that body from the far west 
have not forgotten how anxious you \were 
for their support, and how earnestly ' you 
reminded them that you had voted for free 
silver nearly twelve years before. I was 
One of those western memibers. 
Some Financial Admissions. | 
“At that time (1889), when silver bullion 
had fallen to less than 75 cents on the dol- 
lar in gold, you certainly never gave any 
token that in your opinion a law providing 
for the free -coinage of that metal] woulhd 
involve ‘financial dishonor.’ 
“All through the long session of the Atty. 
first congress you distinctly recognized the 
fact that the demonetization of silver was 
wrong, that the Bland-Allison law was too 


narrow in its scope and that something. 


further must be done toward silver restora- 
tion. Your utterances at the time plainly 
showed that you were prepared to go any 
length in that direction, if the republicans 
in congress would only keep you company. 

“You, of course, remember that there 
was a very earnest demand throughout the 
country for silver legislation and 
that there was a strong sentiment 
in the house of representatives 
that the republican side was itself 
deeply tinctured with the ‘free silver’ idea, 
and that nearly every member on that side 
conceded that some legislation must be 
had. You will also recall the  circum- 
Stance that the republicans in caucus ap- 
pointed a committee of fifteen to endeavor 
to frame a bill upon which republicans 
could unite. That committee consisted of 
the eight republican members of the coin- 
age committee, of whom I was one, and 
seven leading republicans, not members of 
that committee, of whom you were one. 
So that you and I were, for the time being, 
colleagues in committee. 

“You will not hesitate to admit that you 
were one of..the most active members of 
the committee and that none was more 
earnest than you in the effort to formulate 
a measure which all republicans, including 
those who were strongly for free silver, 
might support. 

“You may not remember all that you 
said during the debates in that committee, 
and neither do I. But there is one state- 
ment made by you that I have never for 
a moment forgotten. In emphasizing the 
necessity of passing a ‘silver bill,’ in sub- 
stance you said: ‘We must pass a silver 
bill; the country demands it: but we must 
pass it as a party measure. I am prepared 
to support any Dill that we can unite upon. 
I can accept free coinage, or the ‘‘Windom 
bill,’’ or anything else upon which we can 
agree, but it is imperative that we have a 
silver bill.’ 

“T grant that you showed a preference 
for some measure other than free coinage, 
and that after some vacillation you threw 
your vote in favor of what was called the 
‘Windom bill.’ I grant further that you 
may have expressed your willingness to 
vote for free coinage merely for effect, 
knowing that the condition laid down was 
an impossible one, and that the republi- 
cans would never agree upon such a meas- 
ure. Still the fact is that you said it, and 
there was no inconsistency between that 
language and your previous record. If a 
majority of the republicans had declared in 
favor of a free coinage bill I have no doubt 
that you would have kept your word and 
voted for it. Therefore I ask you the fur- 
their question: Did you in 1890 regard the 
free coinage of silver as meaning ‘financial 
dishonor’ and consequently dishonesty in 
those who advocated that policy? If not, 
the country will no doubt be greatly in- 
terested in reading your elucidation of the 
ethical difference between free coinage in 
1890 and free coinage in 1896. 

Not the Gold Standard Choice. 

“Finally I deem it proper to remind you 
that up to the very day of your nomina- 
tion you were not the choice of the ex- 
treme gold standard men. They looked 
upon your past financial record with un- 
qualified disfavor, and the somewhat un- 
certain language of the Ohio platform, 
which was supposed to reflect your posi- 
tion, filled them with distrust. 

“In the end, however, you were nomi- 
nated upon a gold standard platform, and 
these same men are now your enthusiastic 
supporters. 

“You have suddenly become as enthusias- 
tic as they in your devotion to the ‘gold 
standard,’ which you never failed to at- 
tack in congress when the opportunity pre- 
sented itself; for even the ‘Windom bill’ 
and the ‘Sherman law,’ both of which re- 
ceived your-vote, recognized the fact that 
the gold standard was wrong. 

‘“‘Not only this, but you seem to have al- 
so apparently abandoned the opinions of a 
lifetime on a question off morals and 
reached the conclusion that the free coin- 
age of silver would De both unwise and dis- 
honest. This change in your attitude is so 
extraordinary and so sudden, that feeling 
as I do, the deepest interest in every phase 
of the silver question, I address you in 
this public manner, hoping that you may 
find it not incompatible with the dignity 
of your present position to furnish in the 
same public manner an explanation that 
will be safisfactory to both your friends 
and your opponents. respectfully

TWO THEORIES ABOUT TRAGEDY 


One That Shinall’s Wife Was Faith- 
less and He Suspected Buck. 


CAUGHT THE GUILTY PAIR TOGETHER 


———— 


Mrs. Shinall Tells Story That Buck 
Slept in Adjoining Room and 
Thought Husband a Burglar. 


Augusta, Ga., September 11.—(Special.)— 
Within arm’s reach of each other, William 
Shinall and Battey Buck fought a duel to 
the death in the bedroom of the former's 
wife. 

The two men received wound after wound, 
but fired unflinchingly until Shinall lay 
dead and Buck had received five’ bullet 
wounds. And while the two men fought 
Mrs. Shinall crouched, almost dead with 
fright and fainting with terror, in a corner 
of the room. 

The fearful affray took place at an early 
hour this morning in the home of William 
Shinall, near Summerville, just back of the 
United States arsenal, one of the prettiest 
residence spots in Augusta. 

Shinall has for some time owned and con- 
dusted a store, in the rear of which were 
rooms occupied by Shinall and family. 
Shinall has business interests in Beaufort, 
S. C., and this time is frequently demanded 
there. This left Mrs. Shinall, who is an 
attractive woman, alone. with her eight- 
year-old son. 

In the meantime, Battey Buck, a young 
man not twenty years’ old, was employed 
by Shinall as clerk and bartender to run 
his business while he was absent in Beau- 
fort. A good deal has been said recently 


suggesting that an intimacy existed be- 
\tween her and the young clerk, some ten 
lyears her junior. These rumors had reach- 
ed Shinall, or the conduct of the two had 
aroused his suspicions, for last night he re- 
turned unexpectedly from Beaufort and 
went to his home, after bedtime, without 
netice to Mrs. Shinall. He must have ex- 
pected to find Buck in the company of his 
wife, for he was armed. 

Going silently into the back yard, he 
crept under his bedroom window and pick- 
ing up an ax handle that was lying near 
he broke the window sash to pieces. He 
sprang into the room, pistol in hand, and 
in a few feet. of each other, in the presence 
of the woman, the two men began a duel 
to the death. Buck, who was in his night 
clothes, was also prepared for the duel, 
for he returned the fire with deadly effect. 

Shinall must have emptied his pistol, as 
there are four bullet holes in the wall op- 
posite the window. It was a regular fusil- 
lade and was heard for miles. 

One Dead, the Other Dying. 

Parties in the neighborhood rushed to the 
place, among whom was George Heckle, 
the Summerville marshal, who lives just 
across the street. Shinall was found lying 
just outside of the bedroom window, cov- 
ered with blood and a pistol on the ground 
near him. In the street was Battey Buck, 
the trusted clerk, with several bullets in 
his body. Mrs. Shinall was in the room 
helpless and horror stricken. 

The scene was a terrible one. The floor 
was covered with blood and in the walls 
were numerous bullet hnles. Physicians 
were hurriedly summoned, but Shinall was 
already dead. 

It is difficult to understand how the two 
men got out of the house before they fell 


from their wounds. They were at such 
close range that nearly every shot took 
effect. One bullet passed entirely through 
Shinall’s body, entering the right side, 
fracturing the ninth rib, puncturing the 
abdominal cavity and coming out at the 
right of the spinal column, Another bullet 
fractured his right hand, and a third enter- 
ed the breast and cut the right cub-clavicle 
artery, and this one, according to the phy- 
sicians, produced death. 

How Buck reached his home, nearly a 
mile distant, before he fell to the ground 
is even harder to understand, for he had 
five serious wounds, and it is wonderful 
that he could have walked even a step. He 
was taken to his home with five bullet 
holes in his body—two in his right arm, one 
in his thigh, one in his hip and one in his 
mouth, the ball penetrating his tongue. 
The doctors say that he has a chance of 
recovery if blood poisoning does not set 
in. This afternoon he was removed from 
his home to the hospital. 

Mrs. Shinall’s Story. 

Mrs. Shinall claims that when she has 
been seen driving with Buck, and at dif- 
ferent places in his company, she went 
with ther thusband’s knowledge and ap- 
proval, and that he had told her to use 
Buck as an escort. 

She gives what is an entirely possible 
theory of the killing, and which, if true, 
shows Shinall to have been the victim of 
his own rashness and Buck the imaginary 
defender of his employer’s home. She 
says, in Shinall’s absence, Buck occupied 
a room in the house, at Shinall’s request, 
for her protection. She says Buck has been 
drinking a great deal lately and she re- 
garded him as nearly crazy, and had writ- 
ten Mr. Shinall of his conduct on several 
occasions. She says it is probable that 
Buck heard Mr. Shinall first try to get in 
the door and then gotothe window. Think- 
ing it a burglar, he got up and procured 

is pistol and walked across the hall to 
her room, where he was breaking in the 
window. As the window was dashed in and 
Shinall bounded in young Buck faced thim 
pistol in hand, and the deadly duel fol- 
lowed,

‘Physicians Think the Bank President's 
Mind Is Unbalanced, 


HE RAISED A FALSE ALARM 


None Can Be Found. 


TWO BOOKKEEPERS PLACED UNDER ARREST 


Bank of Commerce Closes Its Doors 
and People’s Banks Is in 
Peril.

New Orleans, September 11.—Bank Ex- 
aminer Escott arrived here today and took 
charge of the Union National bank, but 
his arrival has not dispelled the cloud of 
mystery which hangs over that institution. 

Mr. Chalaron, the president of the Union 
bank, visited the bank building early this 
morning, but remained only a short while. 
Ilis persistent silence in the face of so 
many ugly rumors about the bank is being 
severely criticised on all sides. 

This afternoon the two individual book- 
keepers of the Union National, Messrs. A. 
‘rank Leefe and A. Colomb, were arrested 
on affidavits made by Cashier Labarthe. 
Colomb, it appears, is only “constructively”’ 
under ar.cst. The charge against Leefe is 
for violating section 5209 Revised Statutes 
United States, by falsifying his books and 
accounts, especially in a book of the bank 
known as the “book of daily summaries of 
individual entries,” his accounts showing a 
credit balance of $12,004.88, which should 
have been $196,163.60. The charge against 
Colomb is of a similar character. 

Leefe was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Craig. He pleaded not guilty 
and was placed under bonds of $10,000, 
which he immediately furnished. 

These arrests, taken in connection with 
President Chalaron’s strange silence, are 
causing much comment to the effect that 
an attempt will be made to make fhe book- 
keepers scapegoats. It is well Known that 
the bank’s bookkeepers do not handle a 
cent of the bank’s funds. 

A reporter of the Southern Associated 
Press was informed tonight from an unim- 
peachable source that a prominent physi- 
cian related to Bookkeeper Leefe forced 
an interview with President Chalaron late 
this afternoon in referenee to Leefe’s case 
and the doctor says tonight that President 
Chalaron’s mind is unbalanced and Mr. 
Chalaron does not know anything more 
about the books than he (the physician) 
does. 

Mr. Chalaron is an old man, highly nerv- 
ous in temperament and was wrapped up 
in the existence of the bank. It is begin- 
,ning to be believed that the change in the 
bookkeeping of the bank which was re- 
cently inaugurated has had a _ tendency 
to confuse Mr. Chalaron and that in going 
over the books he hag become unbalanced 
and junrped at the Géichision that there 
is a defalcation. 

Otherwise his precipitate action in clos- 
ing the bank without consulting the direc- 
tors and his silence are inexplicable. There 
is a strong ground for belief in the phy-

Matter of Precaution. 

New Orleans, September 11.—The Bank 
of Conmrmerce closed its doors today. It 
was organized in 1887, with a capital stock 
of $100,000. William P. Nichols, nephew of 
Chief Justice Nichols, of the supreme court, 
is its president. There was a great crowd 
about the bank building shortly after the 
doors were ciosed. 

It is stated the doors were closed as a 
matter of precaution, there having been a 
run on the bank yesterday. Depositors, it 
is understood, will lose only a little. 

Acting under the general instructions 
given them, the receivers of the several 
failed national banks at New Orleans took 
possession Of all the property found in the 
vaults of the institutions. Among these 
were a number of boxes containing securi- 
ties and other papers of depositors and 
others left with the banks for safe keep- 
ing. 

Comptroller Eckels today wired instruc- 
tions t6 the receivers to deliver the boxes 
to all owners who are not indebted to the 
banks, and to all owners the papers not 
relating to their transactions with the 
banks or which could not be used in settling 
them. 

In order to aid as greatly as possibly in 
restoring confidence to the people of New 
Orleans in their financial institutions, the 
treasury department had sent by tele- 
graph and express to the sub-treasury in 
that city within the past two days $1,350,- 
000 to be used in meeting sugar bounty 
claims and other dentands upon the govern- 
ment. 

Judge Theard this evening appointed two 
receivers for the Bank of Commerce and 
its affairs will be immediately liquidated, 


Another Bank in Peril, 

There was a persistent run today on the 
People’s bank and that institution is in 
peril. Messrs. H. & B. Beer today ordered 
$100,000 in currency by express from New 
York to assist to relieve the tension which 
now exists in this market. 


DIAMOND THIEVES CAPTURED. 


They Flim-Flammed a Nashville Jew- 
eler—How the Trick Was Played. 

Nashville, Tenn., September § 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—This afternoon a Man who gives the 
name of W. A. Ross entered W. T. Gates’s 
jewelry store and selected two diamond 
rings, valued at $175. He handed Mr. Gates 
an envelope containing cotton and_ re- 
quested him to place them therein. This 
was done and the envelope sealed. Ross 
then took the envelope to write his name 
on it, and handing it back to Mr. Gates, 
said he would call for it and pay tomor- 
row. He left the store and Mr. Gates, be- 
coming su.,iefous, opened the envelope 
with the result that he found there two 
brass rings. 

It was ascertained that Ross met an- 
other man named J. Ray at the depot and 
both left for Springfield at 5:15. Detectives 
followed on the night train and, as ex- 
pected, Ross and Ray boarded this train 
bound for Chicago. The rings were re- 
covered and identified*by Mr. Gates. 

The prisoners were taken on to the Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., jail and will be brought 
back as soon as requisition papers can be 
secured, as they refuse to come otherwise.

Installation of New Officers—Addi- 
tional Duties of Great Incohonee. 
Minneapolis, Minn., September 11.—The 
Great Sun council of the Improved Order 
of Red Men ended this afternoon wher the 
newly elected great chiefs were elevated to 
the stumps. Liberal appropriations were 
made for a celebration of the semi-centen- 

nial at Philadelphia. 

The,proposition to appoint a national or- 
ganizer was defeated and the work was 
left to the great incohonee, who received 
an extra appropriation to carry on the 
work. 

The ritual was partly adopted and the re- 
mainder left to the great chiefs’ council.

Washington, September 11.—The commis- 
sioner of patents has reversed the decision

W. S. Scudder vs. Ottmar Merganthaler, as 
to priority of invention in line casting ma- 
chines ard awarded the case to Scudder. 

The patent controverted by the interfer- 
ence decided by the commissioner, it is 
said by one of the parties interested in the 
case, is for a minor part of the typesetting 
machine and the decision will have no 
practical bearing upon the situation until 
after the expiration of the basic patent of 
the Mergenthaler machine. 
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HARMON PUBLISHES HIS VIEWS. 


Differs from Chicago Platform as to 
‘Federal Interference.”’ 
Washington, September 11.—Attorney 
General Judson Harnton today made pub- 
lic his views respecting the political situa- 
tion, especially emphasizing his opinion 
on the question of ‘federal interference in 
local affairs,” on which subject the attor- 
ney general does not agree with the pro- 
test embodied in the Chicago platform, 

Mr. Harmon says, among other things: 

“Tl have concluded to give a public an- 
swer to the many inquiries made of me 
upon a subject of great moment to which 
general attention is now directed. 

“Mr. Bryan, in his letter accepting the 
nomination for president by the convention 
at Chicago, amplifies the protest which that 
convention made in its platform against 
federal interference in local affairs, which 
strangely enough is not found in the plat- 
forms of the other two conventions which 
have also nominated him. 

“The president took action in suppressing 
riotous disorders not only without the re- 
quest, but in some instances against the 
protest of the authorities of the states in 
which the riots occurrgy, and Mr. Bryan, 
taking section 4, article iv, of the consti- 
tution, to be law on the subject, pledges 
himself against any repetition of the viola- 
tion thereof, which his letter necessarily 
charges. He vindicates the wisdom of 
the framers of the constitution by declar- 
ing that the local authorities ‘are better 
qualified than the president to judge of 
the necessity for federal assistance.’ 

“The section of the constitution to which 
Mr. Bryan refers is as follows: 

“ "The United States shall guarantee to 
every state in this union a republican form 
of government, and shall protect “each of 
thenr against invasion; and on application 
of the legislature, or of the executive (when 
the legisiature cannot be convened), against 
domestic violence.’ 

“It was no more intended to make the 
general government dependent upon the 
states with respect to the matters com- 
mitted to it than to make the states sub- 
ject to the general government with respect 
to the rights reserved to them. As the 
general government is authorized to main- 
tain a regular armfy and navy, which the 
states cannot do, and as the nrlitia of all 
the states is subject to the direct call of 
the president, it was natural that the 
states should be made to call on it for aid 
against violence, but there Was no reason 
why it should call or walt on them for 
protection itself.”

EARLE GETS 3,000 MAJORITY 


It Is Decided That There Shall Be an. 


Investigation. 


DISPENSARY AFFAIRS WILL BE LOOKED INTO 


New Senator Issues an Address to 
South Carolina—Shows a Keen 
Interest in State’s Welfare. 


Columbia, S. C., September 11.—(Special.) 
“Joseph Earle having received a majority 
of 3,245 votes of the total vote casi for 
United States senator, this committee here- 
by declares him the nominee of the demo- 
cratic primary for that office. 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
committee that, in view of the numerous 
newspaper articles and insinuations made 
during the recent campaign with reference 
to the management cf the state dispensa- 
ry, the board of control of the present legis- 
lative committee and the legislature make 
a thorough, publie and impartial investiga- 
tion of the workings of this state institution 
and that the result of said investigation be 
given in full to the people of the state.” 


The above declaration. made by the state 
democratic executive committee tonight, 
and the resolution quoted, contain the meat 
of action of that organization at éts im- 
portant session held in the senate chamber. 
In regard to the first, the result was 
reached without trouble. The committee 
first tabulated the official returns from all 
the counties in the state in the several 
elections, passing over the counties of 
Georgetown, Barnwell and Oconee, from 
which counties only telegrams signed by 
the respective county chairmen, giving the 
Official votes, had been received. Later 
these reports were taken and the result was 
quickly reached and verified. General Earle 
received, out of a total vote of 82,482, a vote 
of 42,915, while Governor Evans received 
39,567, giving General Earle a final majority 
of 3,348. 

The committee turned with considerable 


alacrity, to the dispensary scandal. A full 
and eomplete investigation of the scandal 
now seems to be tnevitable, and the public 
may expect interesting reading next week 
Editor M. B. McSweeney, the next lieuten- 
ant governor, called up the dispensary 
matter. Rev. J. A. Sligh said if Governor 
Evans was guilty of anything let him suf- 
fer. He did not believe that the governor 
was guilty of anything. 

Colonel Neal, superintendent of the peni- 
tentiary, thought the-whole matter should 
be investigated to the fullest extent. 

W. D. Evans, president of the Farmers’ Al- 
liance, said that these charges had been 
made during the progress of a democratic 
primary under the management of this com- 
mittee. If there was anything wrong any- 
where the duty devolved upon the commit- 
tee to immediately set the ball rolling to 
get at the bottom of it and he thought that 
the fullest, most complete and most public 
investigation should be made. 

Mr. Winkler said that the democratic 
party, or rather the majority of the demo- 
cratic party, though the reform movement 
had enacted this dispensary law, and it was, 
therefore, incumbent upon them that they 
should .move to a thorough investigation. 

Mr. Blackwell then took the floor. He is 
a stanch reformer of the old school. He 
began by declaring that it was their duty 
to do this thing. 

“Don’t wait,” was his advice, ‘till the 
enemy calls for an investigation.”’ 

Mr. Sligh asked Colonel James. who is 
the chairman of the state board of control, 
if he has not galled the board in extra 
session for this very purpose. Colonel 
Jones said he had and it would meet on 
Tuesday. Mr. Sligh asked him how far he 
thought the board could go with its inves- 
tigations. Colonel Jones said that he did 
not think the board could go outside the 
employes of the dispensary. After some 
further discussion the resolution was 
adopted as given above.

“As I G@eclared many times during the 
campaign, in which I had the honor to ad- 
dress you, TI am the candidate of no faction, 
and I recognize no difference between re- 
formers and conservatives, but honor you 
all as democrats.

He Makes a Short and Stirring Speech 
to Nebraskans Before Leaving

Lincoln, Neb., September 11.—William J. 
Bryan left Lincoln tonight at 9:15 o’clock 
over the (Missouri Pacific road for another 
month of campaigning. He will reach 
Kansas City at 6:30 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing and proceed by the Wabash to St. 
Louis, where he is scheduled to make four 
addresses tomorrow night. The departure 
of Mr. Bryan from Lincoln was made the 
occasion of another demonstration by: the 
local free silver clubs. They formed a 
torchlight procession and escorted Mr. 
Bryan from his residence to the Missouri 
Pacific station. A brass band headed the 
parade. Quite a large crowd gathered at 


the station and cheered Mr. Bryan as his 
train drew out. 

Mr. Bryan made a brief speech from the 
rear car. He said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen—T don’t know 
whether I shall return to Nebraska again 
just before the election or not, but I go 
away from Nebraska feeling that it is not 
necessary. (Cheers.f I want to say to you, 
my friends, that from the report which I 
have been receiving I do not believe there 
is a single county in the state that the re- 
publicans are sure of carrying this fall 
(great cheering), and more than that, every 
day finds our cause stronger throughout 
the union than it was the day before. 
Every day finds persons who are declaring 
for free coinage and I think I am safe in 
Saying that you will not find among all in 
our acquaintance a man who one month 
ago was in favor of free coinage at 16 to 1 
and able to give a reason for it who has 
changed his mind. But you cannot find 
any man who was for free coinage who is 
thinking themselves into the gold standard 
idea. (Loud cheering.) A little over a 
month ago I went into what I then called 
the ‘enemy’s country,’ but I found down 
there just as much enthusiasm as there is 
in Nebraska. (Great cheers.) Today some 
parts of the country are more friendly than 
others, but there is no enemy’s coutnry.” 
(Loud cheering.) ' 

Mr. Bryan’s first stop after leaving Lin- 
coln was at Eagle, where a small crowd of 
people, a drum corps and a bonfire com- 
posed the elements of his reception. Elm- 
wood, another smdll place, turned out with 
torches and Wabash added red fire to 
smoky flambeaux.

When McCullough was taken to Jones- 
boro for trial, so confident was he that he 
would be acquitted and would never see 
the Atlanta jail again, that he even gave 
away his bed and rocking chair, that had 
been given him by his brother since his 
confinement. The things had not been 
taken away, however, and the prisoner 
resumed possession last night. 
He did not retire until late. He sat up 

jury 
to bring in a verdict at Jonesboro, and 
Was sorely disappointed when he was told 
that no decision would be reached. 
He has changed somewhat in looks since 
he was taken out for trial. He seems to 
have lost that characteristic hopeful air 
he presented before.

Mr. Guerry alluded to the fact that he 
supported General Evans in his race against 
Atkinson two years ago, but ever since the 
democratic standard was pulaced in Atkin- 
son’s hands: he has followed him with joy, 
and approval and satisfaction. 

Speech of Governor Atkinson. 

When Governor Atkinson arose to speak 
he was greeted by 4,000 cheering throats. 
Hie made a masterly address and presented 
the record of his administration in a man- 
ner that met the enthusiastic approval of 
the multitude. The governor answered all 
the charges made against him by Wright. 
He vehemently declared that any one who 
would make general charges like Wight, 
without presenting any proof to sustain 
them, was the worst of cowards and was 
unfit to have the right of citizenship or 
hold office. 

Governor Atkinson declared that his ad- 
ministration has been clean and honest, and 
challenged any man to point to a single act 
in proof of the contrary, During his term 
as governor he has brought into the treas- 
ury of the state an annual net reve- 
hue per annum of §$6%,00, which the 
State has never enjoyed before, from the 
three following sources: $15,000 in interest, 
paid by banks on the state’s deposits; $18,600 
yearly rental from a twenty-year lease 
on the Northeastern railroad, a concern 
which the best of railroad managers have 


been unable to operate ata protit, and a de- | 


crease per annum of $36,000 in interest on 
the public debt. Since he has been gZOvV- 
ernor, the public debt of the state has been 
reduced $321,000, Georgia’s credit has re- 
inained at the highest standard and he has 
floated state bonds at 3% per cent interest. 
He signed a bill increasing the pensions of 
confederate soldiers $120,000 per year. When 
he first entered the legislature, confedérate 
pensions were $57,000 per annum; they are 
now $050,000, including widows’ pensions. 
He has advocated liberal appropriations for 
the public schools, 

He explained to the negroes, many of 
whom were present, that while they only 
paid into the state treasury taxes of $30,000 
per annum, the white people of Georgia, 
under democratic rule, paid back to the 
negroes $350,000 per annum for educational 
purposes. 

The governor fully explained the Hinton 
pardon, as has been described in the public 
prints. 

His Views on Liquor Traffic 

He also dwelt on the “prohibition” ques- 
tion and said he was for local option. -He 
believed in each community settling the 
liquor question according to the choice of 
the majority. But if the legislature should 
pass a prohibition bill, he believed it would 
be the duty of the governor to sign it. 

His peroration on the majesty and great- 
ness of Georgia and the benefits and bées- 
sings of democracy was eloquent and pat- 
riotic. 

Congressman Bartlett closed the speaking, 
at a late hour, in an able address. 

Among those who occupied seats on the 
platform during the speaking was United 
States Senator Bacon. He left at midnight 
for Waycross, where he speaks tomorrow.

Try Hood’s 
la and be convinced of its merit, 


WILL TOM WATSON AND BRYAN MEET 


Watson Is Now in the West, and It 
Is Said Is Planning To Meet 
Mr. Bryan. 


The populists of Georgia have their eyes 
on Maine. They are pinning their hopes 
of the withdrawal of Sewall on the extent 
of the republican majority in that state 
at the election Monday. 

“Wait until the Maine election” has been 
the cry with the Georgia populists since 
the vigorous fight of Tom Watson on Se- 


wall. 

It is the idea of the members of the peo- 
ple’s party who are familiar with the plans 
of Watson that when Sewall finds that his 
state has rolled up an increased majority 
against democracy he will announce 
that he is off the ticket. They have never 
accepted the repeated statement of the 
man from Maine that he would remain 
upon the ticket. They have counted all 
statements of Mr. Sewall that he positively 
would not retire as a mere bluff. 

There was great delight at the populist 
headquarters yesterday morning when it 
was learned that the prospects were good 
for the republicans to carry the state by 
a large increase in the general vote. They 
are fixing their eyes toward the east, and 
declare that Sewall will come down when 
his state rolls up the big republican ma- 
jority expected. 

The withdrawal was discussed extensively 
yesterday. 

“He may wait awhile,” said Chairman 
Cunningham, ‘but I believe in the end that 
Sewall will have to come down.”’ 

The populists are taking a sanguine 
view of the situation. 

Will Tom Meet Bryan? 

The question comes of the probable meet- 
ing of Tom Watson and Bryan. 

Watson is now in the west. He is mov- 
ing on through Kansas. Where he will 
go before returning none of the leaders now 
in Georgia know. When he will return 
is likewise a question upon which they 
are uniformed. 

But those who look on regard the move- 
ments and peregrinations of Watson as 
decidedly significant. It is said that before 
many days Watson and Bryan will show 
up on the same stump. Mr. Watson will 
be doing the west, and Bryan be out on 
his second tour. Those who knew say 
that somehow, somewhere the two candi- 


dates will be brought together. The pop- 
ulists hope that this will solidify sentiment 
in favor of the combination. 

When Mr. Watson left it was not his 
intention to remain away longer than a 
week. He had only two fixed engagements. 
It appears, however, that the plans of the 
national committee have changed his tour, 
and it is probable that he will remain 
away for several weeks.

Hon. W. C. Glenn, who was scheduled to 
speak at Newnan tomorrow, will not be 
able to meet his appointment on account 
of the illness of his wife, who is at Dalton 
in a serious condition. 

Colonel Glenn received a telegram ves- 
terday, calling him at once to her bedside. 
He left on an afternoon train. Mrs. Glenn 
was overcome by the excessive heat this 
Summer while visiting at Dalton, She has 
never entirely recovered. When Mrs. 
Glenn is well enough for him to return to 
Atlanta Colonel Glenn will fix another date 
to speak to the people of Newnan.

The people of that state 
have always regarded him, with reasons 
based on his oft-repeated declarations, 
as a friend of the white metal. Indeed 
he scarcely ever delivered a speech 
prior to the St. Louis convention in 
which he did not take the pains to re- 
sent the arbitrary and unjust treatment 
which silver had received. Since that 
time, however, he appears to have 
changed his convictions altogether and 
is now standing as firmly on the moncy 
plank of the St. Louis platform as if he 
had never Known any other political 
faith. 

Mention was made some time ago of a 
speech which the ex-senator made in 
one of the towns of Kansas on the money 
question. The speech was delivered in 
1890, or thereabouts. In that speech the 
ex-senator made a plea for silver which 
surpassed anything he has since de- 
livered. Its memory still abides. 
Wherever the ex-senator speaks in Kan- 
gas, his silver record bobs up to con- 
front him: and the worst of it is that 
with all his powers of eloquence he is 
not able to explain the methods of his 
conversion. 

Within the last few weeks still an- 
other speech has made its appearance in 
the campaign; and to say that Mr. In- 
galls is sorely mixed over the trouble 
which it has given him is to state a 
grave truth rather mildly. Never was 
aman more effectually answered than 
Senator Ingalls in 1891 answers ex-Sen- 
ator Ingalls in 1806. 

The speech in question was delivered 
by Mr. Ingalls in the senate of the 
United States, January 14, 1891. After 
referring to the equal distribution of 
wealth and property which characters 
ized the early days of the republic, Mr. 
Ingalls went on to say that at the pres- 
ent time there were 400 people in the 
United States rated at $10,000,000 and 
upward; 1,000 at $5,000,000; 2,000 at 

2 500,000; 6,000 at $1,000,000, and 15,- 
000 at $500,000, making a total of 31,100 
people who are rated at the enormous 


‘sum of $36,250,000,000. Basing his ar- 
-guments upon these figures, Mr. Ingalls 


proceeded in the following vigorous 
English to pay his respects to the very 
same iniquitous standard of finance 
which he is now so ardently uphold- 


ing: 

A financial system under which more 
than one-half of the enormous wealth of 
the country, derived from the bounty 
-of nature and the labor of all, is owned 
by a little more than 30,000 people, while 
1,000,000 American citizens, able and will- 
ing to toil, and homeless tramps, are 
starving for bread, requires readjust- 
ment. 

It is historically true that this great 
blight that has fallen upon our indus- 
tries: this paralysis that has overtaken 
our financial system, coincided in point 
of time with the diminution of the circu- 
lating medium of the country. The pub- 
lic debt was declared to be payable in 
coin, then the money power of silver was 
destroyed. The value of property dimin- 
ished in proportion, wages fell and the 
value of everything was depreciated ex- 
cept debts in gold. The mortgage, the 
bond, the coupon and the tax have re- 
tained immortal youth and vigor. They 
have not depreciated. The debt remains, 
but the capacity to pay has been de- 
stroyed. The accumulations of years 
disappear under the hammer of the sher- 
iff and the debtor is homeless, while the 
creditor obtains the security for his debt 
for a fraction of what it was actually 
worth when the debt was contracted. 

The people of the country that I rep- 
resent have lost their reverence for gold. 
They have no longer any superstition 
about coin. Notwithstanding the declara- 
tions of monometalists, notwithstanding 
the assaults that have been made by

Quarreling Among Themselves. 

Carl Schurz is undoubtedly one of the 
most gifted hessians that ever sought 
employment on these shores.

There are now 60,000 postoffices in the 
United States and the number is rapidly 
increasing. At the close of the revolution- 
ary war there were only seventy-five. 
the close of the war of 1812 there were 3.000. 
At the beginning of the civil war there 
were 28,586, and five years after its close, 
in 1870, there were 28,492, or about 100 fewer, 
the only step backward during the history 
of the postoffice department. By 1880 the 
upward rise had started again in full force 
and the number of postoffices in the coun- 
try reached 42,000. 


Only 96 persons in every million, ac- 
cording to a reliable statistician, die of old 
age, while 1,200 succumb to gout, 18,400 to 
measles, 2,700 to apoplexy, 7,000 to erysipe- 
las, 7,500 to consumption, 48,000 to scarlet 
fever, 25,000 to whooping cough, 30,000 to 
typhoid and typhus, and 7,000 to rheuina- 
tism. The averages vary according to lo- 
cality, but these are considered pretty ac- 
curate as regards the popluation of the 
globe as a whole. 


The British prime minister {s at the head 
of the English government, but according 
to Chambbers’s Journal he receives no 
Salary, as the office is not recognized by 
the statute. Some state office with nomi- 
nal duties, such as first lord of the treas- 
ury, is accordingly held by the premier. 
Lord Salisbury, however, departed from the 
almost invariable practice by associating 
the secretaryship for foreign affairs, per- 
haps the most arduous and responsible 
office in the government, with the pre- 
miership in his own person. The first lord 
of the treasury, or, as he is more fully de- 
scribed: ‘*First commissioner for executing 
the office of the lord high treasurer of her 
majesty’s exchequer,” has associated with 
him the chancellor of the exchequer and 
three junior lords of the treasury in the 
control of her majesty's exchequer; but 
the post is now a sinecure in the depart- 
ment sense, and carries with it a salary 
of £5,000 per annum. The famous house, 
10 Downing street, in which cabinet meet- 
ings are held, is the official residence of 
the first lord of the treasury; .

GOSSIP OF THE DAY. 


Hon. William S. Stephens, of Booneville, 
Mo., a brother of the democratic candidate 
for governor of that state and a prominent 
man himself in political affairs, stopped 
over in Washington city one day this 
week. In discussing the outlook at demo- 
cratic headquarters, Mr. Stephens said: 

“I do not wish to appear extravagant in 
my claims, but I think it a conservative 
estimate that Missouri will give a demo- 
cratic majority of 30,000 for the state and 
national tickets. 

“I have never seen a political contest that 
has stirred up the people like this one. 
They are excited to an intense degree, and 
are exhibiting for Bryan an amount of 
enthusiasm that shows how they are going 
to vote in November. In my county and 
surrounding counties there are a few gold 
democrats who will bolt, but for every one 
lost three or four will be gained. This is a 
fact, and not assumption. The farmers are 
almost solid for silver. They have been 
that way for years, and it is idle to think 
that anything can happen in a few weeks 
to weaken them in their faith. It has be- 
come a matter of principle with them, and 
they are as well informed on monetary sci- 
ence aS any class of their fellow-men. 
The farmer vote is going to make Mr. 
Bryan the next president of the United 
States. 

“Silver Dick Bland is running for con- 
gress In my district, and there is not a 
shadow of doubt of his success. He was 
defeated before through the over-confi- 
dence of his frienls, who did not suppose 
that he was in danger the least. This 
time they will come out to a man.” 


As to the prospects of democratic success 
in New York and other eastern states, 
Governor Hogg, of Texas, is extremely en- 
thusiastic. He believes that Bryan will 
carry New York by 75,000 majority. 

“T have been among the democrats,” said 
he, “and I have seen the spirit that in- 
spires them, T have also circulated among 
the New York republicans at the Fifth Ave- 
nue hotel. The republicans realize what 
is coming and already they wear long faces. 
The democracy of the state will be united 
as regards its best men. Hill will come 
out for the regular ticket as soon as the 
state democratic convention has. been 
held. Croker—a magnificent. leader—will 
be at his post. I have the utmost respect 
for Sheahan, his pluck and tenacity will 
be on our side, too.’’ 

After alluding to Mayor Strong’s curious 
order to the New York police to carry Li 
Hung Chang on their shoulders, and the 
extent to which it has aroused the Irish 
and their sympathizers throughout the 
country against the republican party, Gov- 
ernor Hogg went on to Say: 

“You may quote me as predicting that 
within twenty days McKinley will be mak- 
ing* speeches in all parts of the country. 
He doesn’t want to, but he will have to 
take to the road. Hanna will insist upon 
it. The sentiment for Bryan and against 
McKinley is today creating a panic among 
republicans. I attribute it to the splendid 
effect of Mr. Brvan’s speeches and his 
strong sympathy with the masses; to the 
contemptible action of republican Mayor 
Strong: to the abject surrender of the 
republicans on their platform adopted at 
St. Louis to foreign nations: and to the 
unanswerable arguments in favor of free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at 16 to 1. 

“It has been a great thing for us that the 
war has been carried into the east. All 
the money the republicans can raise there 
will be needed to help them hold their own 
and none can be sent tothe west.” 

The New York gold democrats are not 
disposed to be enthusiastic over the action 
of the Indianapolis convention. On hearing 
the news Hon. John C. Sheehan, one of the 
Tammanny leaders, declared that it meant 
the certain election of Bryan. Colonel H. J. 
Jerome, who has been organizing McKinley 
clubs throughout the state, declares that 
the nomination of Palmer will hurt McKin- 
ley more than it will Bryan. Other gold 
democrats are disposed to take a similar 
view of-the situation. 

In a recent speech delivered in Brook- 
lyn Hon. H. W. Warder made a number of 
ecnverts to the cause of bimetallism. His 
argument was one of the strongest ever 
heard in that city. Among other things 
he said: 

“The gold people say that the gold stand- 
ard is the true monetary standard of civil- 
ization, and yet the gold standard was 
unknown, except in England, twenty-three 
years ago. All the prosperity even that 
England enjoys was secured under a silver 
standard. It was under this standard that 
it conquered Napoleon at Waterloo, and 
fought hundreds of wars in its provinces. 

“The vold standard has been and is now 
simply for the benefit of the few. So it has 
been in all countries. No people have ever 
had a chance to vote upon it. It was 
passed through all legislatures, as it was 
rushed through our own, by stealth and 
cunning. 

“In hard times the rich hide their gold, 
in good times they gamble with it, and at 
all times they juggle with it. (Applause.) 
We, who advocate the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold together simply 
advocate the welfare and prosperity of the 
people.”’ 

“IT say that the present gold standard 
means pauperism to the masses, and the 
confiscation of the property and products 
of the United States by a few dozen million- 
aires. 

“We hear talk about dishonest and hon- 
est money. What its honest money? It 
is one that does not fluctuate, one that 
does not rise or fall. But is the gold dollar 
honest money? The dollar that rises in 
value is just as dishonest as the dollar that 
falls in value, and more dishonest, for such 
a dollar benefits only the rich and prosper- 
ous, and our present gold dollar is just 
such a dollar. 

“It is high time for people to get together 
and think. You may be sure that you are 
always right when you are with the masses, 
and right when you are against the million- 
aires. There is something in human na- 
ture, whatever it is, that makes million- 
aires bankers and monopolists callous to 
the feelings and happiness of the poorer 
class.”’

“*T do,’ said Edison, ‘and do you know 
why I do it?’ 

“*T suppose you do it so you will reap the 
benefit of your discovery,’ was the reply. 

"Tl thought you'd say that,’ said Mr. Ed- 
ison, ‘and I don’t suppose you will believe 
me when I tell you it isn’t so, nevertheless. 
I discover a great many things that I would 
be glad to give to the public for nothing, 
but I don’t dare. I patent these things to 
save myself from defending lawsuits. There 
are a lot of sharks in this world who are 
continually on the lookout for new things, 
and when one of them hears of something 
new he hustles to the patent office to see 
if it is patented. If it isn’t, he claims it 
as an original discovery and files his claim. 
Then he will turn right around and, like as 
not, begin a suit With the man who invented 
the thing for making or using it. The in- 
ventor will say: “But I discovered this 
thing first: I am the inventor.” He is re- 
ferred to the patent office, where he finds 
the official claim of original invention. The 
fact that the papers are filed long after he 
made his discovery does not help him, for 
all the other man does is to hire a fellow 
to swear thathe made the discovery a month 
or two prior to the date the inventor claims. 
It sounds ridiculous, probably, but it is a 
fact that there are often races between the 
inventors and the sharks to reach the pat- 
ent office, the sharks having had early in- 
formation about the inventor’s discovery. 
There are many such races, and thousands 
df dollars depend on each one.

The patriotism of the Cuban refugees fp 
this city has begun to manifest itself, 

A Cuban Liberty Club is being organized, 
and will within a few days hold its first 
meeting. The club has issued a petition 
asking for the aid and support of aj} the 
sympathizers with the movement tn the 
city and throughout the state. 

There are four petitfons in circulation, 
and in the three days that they haye 
been before the public over 2 names--haye 
been signed to it. 

Senor Costillo, who is the agent here 
of the Cuban junta of New York city, {s 
one of the most prominent promoters of 
the club. Every prominent Cuban in the 
city is giving his personal attention:to the 
organization and the success of the club, 

The object of the organization is to re. 
lieve and liberate the island of Cuba. 
Money will be raised in various ways by 
the club members and a big expedition 
fitted out.. The promoters of the club have 
gone so far as to interview one or two of 
the most prominent hardware men in the 
city and the price of firearms secured, 

Senor Costillo said yesterday that they 
would buv everything here in Atlanta. “We 
can get arms and ammunition at wholesale 


prices and can get as many as the Organi. 
zation will be able to use for the present,” 
he said. 

“We will make this one of the largest 
expeditions that has ever landed. There 
are any number of young men living in 
Atlanta who have come to me, and asked 
how they could get to Cuba. We intend to 
carry a number of Americans over with 
the arms and ammunition. 

“We are not afraid to make our plans 
known.” continued Senor Costitllo. ‘There 
are spies in the city right today. I know 
this to be a positive fact. for I received g 
letter from a relative, who is in a position 
to hear things, that said it was known 
in Havana that we were displaying Cuban 
flags and receiving subscriptions for the 
rebellion. But they cannot injure usin. 
any way. I am an American citizen and 
can do asT please and Spain cannot do any- 


thing about it. 

“We don't object to letting Weyler know 
that we are fitting up this expedition. He 
has not been able to intercept a Single 
filibuster that has been sent to the island 
and yet he has known of their coming. 

“The object of the Cuban Liberty Club 
is to raise money to assist the insurgents. 
We are going to give a Cuban fa'r at an 
early date and hope to make something offs 
this. All of the promjnent Cubans in the 
city will also make personal subscription. 

“The people of Atlanta are in sympathy 
with us and are willing to help our cause, 
Everywhere the petition has been presented 
it has been signed, and words of encour- 
agement offered.” 

‘‘There are any number of boats that we 
can use,”’ said one of the Cubans yesterday 
in reply to a question. ‘All we are working 
for at the present time is for the money, 
arms and ammunition to start the expedi- 
tion. There is not a single boat that plies 
between the United States and the island 
that cannot land an expedition. It is th 
easiest thing in the world to lose th 
Spanish gunboats that are around th 
island.”

Little Doubt That the Money Will Be

The silent, blue waters of Lakewood gave 
up the dead body of Thomas J. Delbridge 
early yesterday morning. 

Just as the rays of the big, red sun, ris- 
ing slowly over the trees on the eastern 
hank of the bond, glistened on the surface 
of the water in full effect the dead body 


foated to the surface and was discovered.

foated in view of any who chanced to be 


pear it. 

With the rising of the body one mystery 
was solved, but another—the mystery of 
the death—will, perhaps, never be explain- 
ed. With the discovery of the body the 
theory of hundreds who did not think that 
it would be found in the lake, was explod- 
ed, and the belief that Delbridge had been 
drowned in the lake was confirmed. How 
he met that death cannot be told, and only 


the fact can be recorded. 

The body of Delbridge was discovered by 
" two street railroad men, employed by the 
Atlanta Street Railway Company. They 
were rowing about the lake in a boat about 
7 o'clock, when one of them saw the 
head of the dead man sticking out of the 
water. It was at first thought that the ob- 
ject was a box or chunk of wood, but, sus- 
pecting that it might be the object of their 
search the two men rowed closer to the 
black object they saw in the water some 
distance away. 

It was not until when the young men in 
the boat got within a few feet of the ob- 
ject in the water that they recognized it 
as the body of aman. Assuring themselves 
that they had discovered the lon looked 
for remains of the dead man, the young 
men quickly began yelling, and rowing back 
to the bank of the lake. Reaching the 
shore they quickly disembarked and ran 
around the bath house, wnere several men 
Were preparing to begin anew the search 
for the body of Delbridge. 

| Body Was Towed In. 

In breathless excitement the young men, 
H. Nelson and B. O. Fitts, told of the dis- 
covery, and in a moment a policeman and 
Mr. Pering Jordan and the discoverers 
jumped in another boat and put out for the 
Spot where the body floated at the surface. 
The body was found in the southwest 
Prong of the lake, about two hundred and 
fifty yards from the bathhouse. It was but 
& short time until the party had again 
reached the floating body and Mr. Jordan 
Quickly tled a rope around ta@e neck and 
held tightly to the rope, while the others 
in the boat rowed for the shore. The body 
Was dragged through the water until the 
telephone station was reached, where sev- 
eral men had congregated. The news was 
quickly telephoned to the city, and in an 
hour it was generally known that the Del- 
bridge mystery had been solved by the 
finding of the body. 

Coroner Paden was notified and he reach- 
ed the lake about 9 o'clock. He viewed the 
body and ordered it removed to the city. 

The body was taken to Meyers’ undertak- 
ing establishment on East Hunter street, 
Where it was viewed by the coroner’s fury 
afterwards, and then prepared for burial. 
The body was decomposed and swollen out 
of proportion when taken from the lake. 
The face and shoulders and breast were 
decayed and black, and the body was ina 
bad state-of preservation. It was closely 
*Xamined by the coroner’s jury and physi- 
Clans and the undertakers, all of whom 
Satisfied themselves that there were no 

« Marks or bruises on the body. 
The Body Identified. 

The only abrasion of th eskin was about 
the neck, and Mr. Jordan said that that 
Was done by tieing the rope about the dead 
Man’s neck to pull it to the bank. The 
Skin was soft and easily broken, Having 
lost its elasticity in the water. A crowd 
followed the body to the undertaker’s, but 
only a few were permitted to see the body. 
It was identified by several friends and ac- 
Quaintances of the dead man. Among those 
Were ©. Pp. Chamberlain, Mr. I. S. Mitchell 
and others, 

The aged father of young Mr. Delbridge 
Was notified of the discovery, and he was 
Waiting at the undertaker’s when the body 
Teached there. When it was placed on a 
Stretcher the old genteeman slowly walked 
UP to the corpse and looked at the body. 

© face had been covered with a cloth,

Verdict Accidental Drowning. 

The verdict was quickiy reached, the 
jury concluding that Delbridge came to his 
death by accidental drowning. The verdict 
was not surprising to those who heard 
the evidence. There was no testimony to 
bear out the suggestion of suicide, neither 
was there any direct testimony to prove 
that it was accidental. No one saw Del- 
bridge in the water and how he met his 
death is a still a mystery. 

When last seen alive Delbridge was row- 
ing in a boat. 

He Discovered the Body. 

The first witness examined was one of the 
discoverers of the body, H. Nelson, a mo- 
torman on the Lakewood line. He resides 
at 160 Smith street. He said: 

“TIT was not acquainted with the drowned 
man’ I was present when the body was 
found this morning about 7:45 or 8 o'clock. 
B. O. Fitts and myself went out to the 
lake on the first car and we decided to 
row over the lake to see if we could find 
the body. We had heard that there was a 
reward for the recovery of the body and 
when we started out in the boat we had de- 
cided to look good for the» body. While 
rowing in the southwest arm of the lake 
we saw a black object on the water some 
distance from our boat. I at first thought 
it was a cigar box or an old chunk of 
some kind. Geii-ng a little closer I thought 
the object looked Tike a man and we con- 
tinued to row towards it. The boat got 
very close to the object before we were 
sure that it was a body and we then pulled 
for the bank. We got out of the boat and 
ran and reported the find to the officer, 
and Mr. Jordan and Fitts and myself and 
a policeman got in another boat and started 
after the no evidences 
that the man had committed and 
there were no ropes or weights of any 
kind. The drowned man had on a bathing 
suit. There were no scars or brufses on the 
body so far as I could see. Mr. Jordan tied 
the rope about the man’s neck.and we 
rowed back to the bank. I looked for the 
body with the expectation of getting a re- 
ward if I found it.’ 

The Other Witnesses. 

B. O. Fitts testified substaniiaHy as did 
Nelson. He that understood that 
the water was thirty feet deep at the point 
where the body He had seen 
Delbridge on his car several times.

Mr. Perino Jordan, assistant manager at 
Lakewood and special policeman there, re- 
peated the story of the disappearance of 
Delbridge Tuesday night and he told of the 
work of the searchers. He repeated the 
story of the finding of Delbridge’s money 
in the dressing room and the discovery of 
the boat in the lake without an occupant. 
He said that he did not notice the body 
for bruises, but did not think that there 
were any on the body. He thought the 
broken place in the skin of the neck could 
have been caused by the rope he tied 
about the neck to tow the body in to the 
yank. 

Ccoper Talked To Him Last. 

H. M. Cooper, a stenographer, was the 
next witness. He was the last man to talk 
to Delbridge so far as known. He held a 
short conversation with Delbridge at the 
bathhouse before Delbridge decided to go 
in the water. 

Cooper said that Delbridge 
about the water and when to!d that it was 
Delbridge that he didn’t be- 
lieve he would go in. He asked Cooper if 
he could swim across the lake. A few 
minutes later, Cooper said, Delbridge se- 
cured a bathing suit and a boat and rowed 
out in the lake. He last saw Delbridge be- 
yond the wire stretched to mark the deep 
water.

The deceased had 
always been a good business man and 
since his recent financial trouble he had 
been cheerful and hopeful that he would 
soon be on his feet again. 

The Verdict Reached. 

The jury retired and brought in the fol- 
lowing verdict:

J. Delbridge, now lying dead before us, 
find from the evidence that said Delbridge 
came to his death from accidental drown-

Was Insured at $65,000. 

The best information that can be ob- 
tained in regard to Mr. Delbridge’'s life 
insurance places _ the total amount at 
$65,000, 

Mr. C. W. Motes, the father-in-law of the 
deceased, declined to give any information 
about the policies held and the informa- 
tion obtained may be incomplete.

Under the existing circumstances the 
natural verdict of any jury would be “ac- 
cident.” The burden Of proof in all cases 
where a doubt exists rests with the com- 
panies who are fighting the clainr. The 
death is supposed to be accidental by the 
courts until it is proved to be intentional. 
Even if it were proved to be 
an intentional death the beneficiary could 
claim that the deceased was not in his 
Sane mind when the fatality occurred, and 
might on this ground recover the full value 
of the policy. 

No Insurance Investigation. 

No insurance company has yet made any 
move toward starting an investigation. 
They will do nothing until the proofs of 
death are furnished them by the claimant. 
Regularly prepared blanks are furnished 
on which the claims against insurance 
companies are made out. When these are 
filled out they will be forwarded together 
with the verdict of the coroner's jury, the 
certificates of death, etc., to the home of- 
fices of the conrpanies. 

The general belief is that the money will 
be paid over at once, but if any of the 
home offices should decide to question the 
legality of the claim they will send a man 
to Atlanta to look into the matter to see 
if there is any further evidence. 


Suicide Theory .Dissipated. 

The case was discussed in all its bear- 
ings on the streets yesterday and the sui- 
cide theory was rapidly dissipated as the 
facts developed. 

Men who had seen Delbridge during the 
last few days of his life said they had 
never seen him more cheerful. His recent 
business trouble did not seem to depress 
him and he expressed the confident hope 
that he would be able to recover his lost 
fortune after a few years.

Mr. Robert Wood rode out on the car 
with Mr. Delbridge the night he went to 
Lakewood and the two discussed business 
matters at length.

Muscles Contracted by Cramp. 
Myers, who prepared the 
body for burial, was seen last night. He 
said that the body when found showed 
that the muscles of the right leg and right 
had been contracted as if by cramp. 
There was a knot of contracted muscles 
in the calf of the right leg and it was 
drawn in across the other leg by the con- 
tra®tion. 

The muscles in the forearm were also 
cramped and the fingers of the right hand 
drawn in painfully. Every evidente pointed 
to cramp and an accidental death. 

Stories of Delbridge’s Last Day. 

There are innumerable stories afloat 
to the incidents that happened in Mr. Del- 
bridge’s life during the few days immedi- 
ately preceding his death. One story is 
quoted to explain why he took out so much 
insurance just preceding his death. 

‘“Delbridge was coming down from dinner 
about six weeks ago,’’ said one of his 
neighbors yesterday, “and as he walked 
along Whitehall street he was approached 
by a queer looking stranger. The stranger 
was well dressed and had a peculiar look 
about him. He stopped Delbridge and in 
a very solemn voice declared to him that 
he would live only a short while. 

“Somehow the incident impressed Del- 
bridge, although his reason told him there 
was nothing in it. He told his wife about 
it, but she told him to dismiss it. Now 
thinking about this may have caused him 
to think of taking more insurance. 

“The afternoon he was drowned Mr. Del- 
bridge came down town with a friend, a 
well-Known young man. He questioned his 
friend about Lakewood, its depth, etc., and 
asked about the probability of a man 
taking cramp and what would happen in 
that event. He also questioned the man 
from whom he rented his bathing suit on 
those pointg. 

“He had been to Lakewood before and 
could swim all rizht. He asked the man 
at the boathouse if it would be safe to try 
to swim across and the man told him he 
thought not. Delbridge then said he would 
take a boat; and sO saying he got in the 
boat. That was the last seen of him.”

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THE STOCK MARKET. 
Everything Bullish on Stocks and 
They Closed at Sharp Gains. 
New York, September 11.—The stock mar- 
ket at the opening ruled weak, and in the 
first ten minutes or so of business prices 
to 1 per cent. 
Lower cables from London and a report 
that the Bank of England rate of discount 
would be advanced to 3 per cent accounts 
for the weakness of the market at that 
time. Mouisvile and, Nashville was a 
marked exception, the first transaction 
showing a gain of 14 per cent. Subsequent- 
ly the stock moved up to 42, against 39%, 
at the close yesterday. The strength of 
the stock was brought about by the de- 


cision af Judge Speer ordering the restora- 
tion of rates by the Seaboard Air-Line and 
the Southern States Freight Association. 
Southern stocks have been freely sold of 
late on the idea that the roads had en- 
tered on a ruinous warfare. Judge Speer’s 
orders, however, put an entirely different 
complexion on affairs, and this was fully 
apprectated by the bears today. The rise 
in Louisville and Nashville ehecked the 
downward movement in the general list, 


and later on, when it was rumored from 
London that indications pointed to ad- 
ditional shipments of $30,000,000 gold to 
New York, the market developed greater 
strength. Call money lent at 4 per cent 
and when stock exchange borrowers had 
supplied their wants unemployed balances 
were offered at 2 per cent, and this added 
to the bullish feeling. The heavy deposits 
of gold at the sub-treasury also assisted 
those operating for higher prices. The ad- 
vance ranged from \% to 25 per cent, out- 
side of Lackawanna, which jumped 6% to 
158 on covering of a long outstanding 
short interest.

Chicago, September 11.—Wheat advanced 
quite sharply today, the bulge being an in- 
direct result of the government report is- 
sued yesterday. It wis not that the ae 
ernment report was particularly bullish:

previous experiences would be repeated.

Corn—The falling off in the condition of 
corn, as testified to by the government in 
its report issued yesterday, Was somewhat 
greater than expected, This was of con- 
siderable importance as a factor in the mar- 
ket, causing a strong tone, which for a 
long time resisted the weakness conveyed 
early by wheat. When wheat was booming 
later in the session corn sympathized with 
it, advancing materially. May corn opened 
at 24%c, sold between 23% and 24%, closing 
at the outside—Y4@c higher than yvester- 
day. Cash corn was firm and *s@¢c higher 
than yesterday. 

Oats—The showing ‘on the oats crop by 
the government was better than the trade 
was led to believe it would be, and conse- 
quently there was less inducement to buy 
this grain. Prices were, therefore, more 
easily influenced bv the weakness Of wheat. 
May oats closed Se higher. 

Provisions opened steady on a firm hog 
market, but within the first thirty minutes 
displayed a complete loss of strength, and, 
as the surrounding markets were at the 
time more or less depressed, there was 
nothing calculated’ to stimulate prices.

Paine-Murphy Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Atlanta, September 11.—Today has been 
the most active in wheat for some time. 
While the government report last night in- 
dicated a total yield of only a trifle over 
400,000,000 bushels, it was about as looked 
for, consequently was not much of a factor. 
On the other hand, northwestern receipts 
were again large, at 1,143 cars, and this 
stated selling, which appeared to be mostly 
for short account, causing a break of ‘4c 
from the opening. The market had every 
appearance of being very heavy during 
the first. half hour, then came the un- 
expected. A good demand sprung up. 
Early sellers attempted to cover but found 
offerings so very meager that it required 
the bidding up of prices. This started 
a better feeling among scalpers, who, see- 
ing the strong condition of the market, 
took the long side, the result being an ad- 
vance of nearly 2c per bushel. St. Louis 
was very strong, and led the other markets 
in the advance. News from that city for 
the past three days has been of a bullish 
character, owing to the falling off in re- 
ceipts and the good demand (for cash 
wheat, and their buying in Chicago has 
been a noticeable feature. Then, again, 
cables were firm and higher, and clear- 
ances liberal at 423,000 bushels. ‘The cash 
business amounted to about 100,000 bushels. 
The stock market was buoyant, and the 
demand for cash wheat in the northwest 
is said to be unprecedented, there being 
about 1,250,000 bushels now being loaded for 
shipment. The short interest seems to 
have been larger than generally thought, 
as they on the whole have been very heavy 
buyers. 

The government report on corn indicated 
a lighter yield than the August report.

FARMER WAS FINED 


Convicted of Cheating, the Court Imposed 
a Fine of $850 and Costs. 


NEW TRIAL WILL BE ASKED FOR 


Farmer is Alleged to Have Secured 
Gocds By False Representation 
and Declined to Pay for Them. 


T. I. Farmer, a prominent merchant of 
Fort Gaines, Ga., was convicted of cheating 
and swindling tn the city criminal court 
yesterday morning. 

The jury in the case returned a verdict 
of guilty and Judge Berry imposed a fine 
of $850 end costs against Farmer. The ver- 
dict was quickly reached and the court as 
quickly announced the penalty. 

Farmer’s attorneys gave notice tnat they 
would move for a new trial in the case and 
the papers are being prepared. The case 
excited considerable interest by reason of 
the prominence of the defendant, Farmer, 

his section of the state. 

The plaintiffs in the case, Messrs. Cole- 
man, Burden & Warthen, the wholesale 
shoe men, allege that Farmer obtained $506 
of goods from them by false pre- 
making certain alleged untruthful 
statements as to his financial condition, The 
goods were shipped to Farmer at Fort 
Gaines, where he was operating a store at 
the time. The tirm claims that the goods 
were to be paid for on a certain date after 
shipment ana that the contract between 
the sellers and purchaser was that there 
was to be no credit extended. When time 
came for paying for the goods the money 
Was not forthcoming and the charge 
against Farmer resulted. 

The plaintiffs allege that Farmer told 
them a story of his business standing and 
ability to pay which won their confidence. 
He pictured himself as the owner of a 
farm which would show an. output of over 
200 bales of cotton and explained in glowing 
terms other means by which he could pay 
for the goods even should his not 
prove equal to the necessity of raising the 
money. By the representations of Farmer 
he secured the goods, but he transferred his 
property to his wife afterwards and his 
creditors have been unable to collect the 
amounts due them since, 

The evidence in the case was considered 
conclusive by the prosecution and the at- 
torneys on that side felt confident that 
Farmer would be convicted. The arguments 
in the case were made yesterday morning 
and the jury returned its verdict in twenty 
minutes after getting the case tn their 
hands. Celonel W. C. Glenn, representing 
the plaintiffs, made the opening argument. 
He said that it was high time the courts 
were putting & stop to such practices as 
alleged aga’nst Farmer. Mr. Clarence Wil- 
son, J. D. Rambo and Judge J. A. Ander- 
son spoke for Farmer and Solicitor O'Neill 
closed for the state. The arguments were 
extensive and each side made a hard fight 

The costs in the case will amount to $300 
or $400, and should Farmer be compelled 
to pay the fine and costs in the end the case 
will Cost him something like $1.200 or 21.300.

“The Seaboard Air-Line system {fs com- 
posed of 926 miles of road. Its main line, 
extending from Portsmouth to Atlanta, 598 
miles, is made up of several 
are leased to or controYled by the Seaboard 
and Roanoke and the Raleigh and Gaston 
railroad companies. The Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern railway forms the south- 
ern link of the line, extending from Mon- 
roe, N. C., to Atlanta, 273 miles, or about 
45 per cent of the entire main line. It was 
completed in 1892, and has never vet earned 
even its operating expenses. Its deficit 
from operation in 1892-3 after payment of 
taxes Was $128,815; in 1893-4 it was $197,455, 
and in 1894-5 it was $152,680. The interest 
on its first mortgage bonds is $268,000 a 
vear, so that in three years the operation 
of the road has cost the Seaboard and 
Roanoke and Raleigh and Gaston com- 
panies not less than $1,225,000.

The sale of the $68,000 Raleigh and Au- 
gusta first mortgage bonds was announced 
in The Constitution at the time of the 
sale to. be for the purpose of erecting the 
new freight depot and terminal here in At- 
lanta.

JUDGE SPEER’S INJUNCTION. 


There Is No Telling Where This Case 
Will Stop. 

Judge Emory Speer’s injunction was the 
theme of conversation among railroad men 
yesterday. Judge Simonton decided ten 
days before that he had no jurisdiction 
and could not even go into the hearing of 
the case on its merits. Now, Judge Speer 
comes in and does what Judge Simonton 
said he could not do. It was all puzzling 
to the laymen, but the lawyers said it was 
all right and that Judge Simonton’s de- 
cision did not affect Judge Speer's jurisdic- 
tion. There was an impression that the 
Georgia judge will hold that he has juris- 
diction when that point is raised and that 
he will go into the case on its merits. 
And when the case reaches that stage, it 
will probably be broader than when it 
was heard in Greenville. The question of 
the right of the railroads to conduct-a 
physical pool on freight as they do with 
cotton may creep into the case somehow 
and it is possible that the right of rail- 
roads to consolidate and defeat competi- 
tion may get in by intervention or some 
other door. Judge Speer rendered a de- 
cision once on this point which the United 
States supreme court afterward sustained. 
The doors are open now and the lawyers 
are going to do some heavy thinking. Be- 
fore this case is over some questions of 
great interest to the country and to Geor- 
gians especially, will be raised, It seems 
in a fair way to reach the United States 
supreme court. Both lawyers and railroad 
men predict that the question of a court’s 
right to interfere with rate cutting must 
go to the supreme court for settlement. 
The Seaboard’s representatives have al- 
ways said that they would appeal if the 
circuit court ruled that a railroad could be 
prevented by permanent injunction from 
reducing rates as it saw fit in the conduct 
of its business. 

Railway officials are afraid of the court. 
One of the most prominent figures in 
southern railway circles said on the day 
the injunction was granted by Judge Speer 
that such proceedings were of questionable 
benefit. An injunction may serve one com- 
pany’s purpose or the ends of twenty as- 
sociated lines at one time, but at another 
time it mtight be invoked by a non-member 
against an association. One cannot. tel] 
where injunctions will stop once they are 
put in motion.
